The  Provincial  Oovemmeat  lias  ordered  an  In- 
quiry into  school  costs  and  who  payt  them  In 
British  Columbia.  These  Inquiries  affecting  edu- 
emtlonal  matters  continue  to  multiply  and  as  an 
outcome  of  them  very  Mttle  If  uiythlnff  la 
Mhteted  to  Improving  the  educational  system  of 
the  province.  In  the  main,  they  add  to  the 
costs  that  fall  oh  the  bwjka  of  the  taxptyers. 
The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  ought  to  be 
aU-sufflclent  and  wholly  versed  In  educational 
Blatters,  and  ahould,  by  iMm  of  tU  knowledge 
and  experience,  be  much  better  Instrurted  than 
any  hastily  summoned  committee  whose  mem- 
bers represent  a  hodge-podge  of  Ideas. 

If  what  Is  now  proposed  has  to  do  with  asccr- 
Ulnlng  the  price  of  education  and  the  manner 
of  lU  distribution  there  la  one  angle  that  should 
be  examined  which  has  been  .studiously,  avoided 
to  the  past.  A  quite  considerable  proporUon  of 
the  twtpayeri  of  thU  prwrtooe.  mom  hearlly 
taxed  educate  their  children  at  private  schools. 
By  thla  proceaa  they  save  the  taxpayers  as  a 
whole  a  lot  of  money  and  the  mm»  ttoie  pay 
their  own  share,  and  an  unequal  one  very  often, 
towards  the  general  cost  of  state  education.  In 
one  municipally  on  TinWOfinitaid.*y  virtue 
of  the  fact  that  there  are  two  private  schools, 
the  taxDAyers  are  saved  two  mills  in  their  Vd.x&- 
tlon.  The  saTlng  musi  be  **  fUbttanUal  in  vic- 
toria and  VancouTtr,  and  in  certain  unorganized 
districts  where  there  are  private  schools  sav- 
ing applies  to  both  proftaclal  and  mimtelpal 
finances. 

The  provincial  and  municipal  authorities  have 
been  unsportsmanlike  and  grasping  in  their  at- 
titude towards  taxpayers  who  .send  their  chUdren 
to  Bttvate  school*.  Such  parents  continue  to  be 
mtSeted  for  benefits  which  they  do  not  enjoy. 
The  principle  l.s  all  wrong  No  Inquiry  Into  costs 
Of  education  and  their  distribution  could  be  com- 
plete unless  there  Is  a  determination  to  see  that 
only  those  who  place  themselves  in  line  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  an  educational  system  should  pay 
for  Its  upkeep.  Otherwise  state  education  is  an 
eleemosynary  InstltuUon,  a  designation  that  Its 
most  ardent  supporters.  If  they  possess  any  sense 
of  high  splrltednsis,  would  resent 

MONEY 

It  used  to  be  the  fa.'hlon  to  speak  OOOtemptU- 
ously  or  at  least  ^il'ti  marked  disapproval  of  the 
"dlsnia!  eeknceMof  economics.  How  did  thi.s 
subject  acquire  such  an  unpleasant  repuUtlon? 
The  wealth  of  nations,  the  processes  of  produc- 
tion, distribution,  and  eaehange  of  goods,  money, 
banking,  and  the  like,  are  matters  which  are  not 
in  themselves  any  more  dreary  or  depressing  than 
geology  or  soology.  The  term  "dismal"  may  have 
been  applied  to  o.onomics  by  young  .studenU 
who  disliked  it,  either  because  it  was  Ul-taught 
or  because  their  InteresU  wore  elsewhere.  la  not 
the  very  idea  of  economy,  either  domestic  or 
•oelal  associated  in  the  minds  of  young  people 
with  the  cautious  self-denial,  the  calculating 
thrift,  the  Indu.strlous  habits  of  .sober  maturity, 
and  la  not  youth  more  Inclined  to  spend  than  to 
save?  Moreover,  there  was  much  said  to  the 
older  text-books  about  the  poverty  of  the  work- 
ing classes,  of  the  pressure  of  population  upon 
the  mea^  -  of  subslstenee.  and  of  that  unpleasant 
abstraction  known  as  "the  eronomlr  man." 

Imagination  and  conjecture  played  a  consider- 
able part  in  early  treatises  on  politics  and  the 
aame  is  true  of  economics  There  was  an  idea 
that  In  order  to  understand  a  thing  you  must 
examine  It  In  lU  aimpleat,  which  often  means 
Ita  earliest,  form.  To  understand  the  nature  of 
government,  for  example,  one  may  begin  with 
a  primitive  state  of  society  In  which  each  In- 
dlTldual  has  Just  learned,  on  the  principle  of  the 
"Boclal  Contract,"  that  he  must  resign  a  certain 
fraction  of  his  own  personal  liberty  to  the  in- 
tetosk  of  the  tribe  or  nation  as  a  whole.  Similarly 
it  wa.s  supposed  that  to  understand  the  nature 
of  money  one  should  go  back  In  Imagination  to 
a  |»rlmitlve  economy  whose  goods  are  exchanged 
on  the  ba.sl.'^  of  barter,  and  try  to  reconstruct  the 
methods  and  plans  whereby  there  was  achieved  a 
MOCMy  qntom.  These  elaborate  simplifications 
do  not  help  us  much.  No  one  now  believes  either 
to  the  "social  contract '  theory  of  governments, 
or  to  the  Mea  that  a  rough  and  ready  custom  of 
barter  continued  for  any  great  period  before  any- 
one thought  of  a  unit  of  value  or  an  agreed  me- 
dium of  exchange. 

k  Mttle  reflection  will  show  that  almost  simul- 
taneously with  the  beglrmlngs  of  barter  some 
very  Interesting.  Indeed  vital,  questions  necessar- 
ily arise  regarding  ^he  number  of  fish  that  could 
be  traded  for  a  basket  of  wild  fruit,  or  regarding 
a  common  measure  between  consumable  goods 
Iffjf^  fish  or  berries  and  durable  goods  like  flint 
arrowheads  or  the  skins  of  animals.  An  effective 
•cale  of  measures  would  soon  become  customary; 
and  money  to  its  fun  sense,  first  as  a  scale  or 
measure  of  value,  and  next  as  an  actual  medium 
of  exchange,  would  ultimately  emerge.  Any  com- 
munity whkAk  Is  far  enough  advanced  in  civilisa- 
tion to  carry  on  exchange  of  goods  by  barter 
will  not  take  long  to  provide  Itself  with  the 
moans  of  facilltattog  exchange.  One  of  the  two 
device.^  for  thI.s  purpose  Is  a  measure  of  value 
When  to  this  has  been  added  a  second  device, 
nsnoly  a  medium  of  etthaage.  the  community 

will  po.sses  a  systejn  of  money.  It  Is  highly 
probable  that  throughout  human  history  there 
hai  MfTor  boon  a  community,  dependent  for  Its 

existence  upon  an  exchanj^e  of  goods,  which  did 
not  use  money  as  a  measure  of  value  and  a 
mMmA  of  «tthaat«- 

A  "medium  of  exchange"  would  nf  rour.'^e.  lose 
its  purchasing  power  if  an  indefinite  quantity 
of  Ik  wore  araflaMo.  If  the  moaao  of  paymant

May  I  say  at  onee  that  we  do  not 
desire  to  enter  Into  a  discussion  Ct 
the  circumstances  of  this  aiTalr.  as 
no  useful  purpose  could  now  oe 
served  by  doing  so.  This  association 
exists  for  the  sole  purpose  of  asslst- 
IDR  in  the  protection  and  conserva- 
tion of  game,  and  we  are  convinced 
that  had  your  field  trials  taken 
place  as  originally  mtended.  the  ef- 
fect would  have  been  detrimental  -o 
the  game  birds  In  thla  locality. 

I  would  like  to  say  thla.  however 
that  it  was  only  by  accident  that 
we  learned  that  your  club  proposed 
to  hold  field  trials  here,  and  al- 
though we  are  the  only  organisation 
of  its  kind  In  the  district,  we  re- 
ceived no  communication  as  to  your 
Intentions,  and  consequently  took 
what  seemed  the  logical  course  lo 
protect  the  birds  In  their  breeding 
season. 

I  am  directed  by  my  executive  to 
express  our  sincere  appreciation  of 
your  willingness  to  abandon  the 
trials  here,  and  we  regret  that  any 
misunderstanding  .should  have 
arisen.  We  trust  that  the  two  asso- 
eUtkms  win  work  wtth  the  friend- 
liest co-operation  in  the  future  In 
what,  after  ail,  must  be  a  mutual 
Ulterest.  Yours  truly.
